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Response to Amendment 

1 . It is requested that all future amendments not include the text of cancelled 
claims. Not complying with 37 CFR 1 .121 by including the text of a cancelled claim may 
be accepted however this is only in the case of otherwise allowable claims. Applicants 
are still required to comply with 37 CFR 1.121 or any future amendments will be 
considered non-compliant. It should also be noted the terminology recited in the MPEP 
supplied by applicants states the office may accept such an amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The terminology "single calcination zone" is 
not considered to be supported by the instant disclosure. It is not clear what is 
considered by zone and this term is not defined in the disclosure. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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5. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Foulger et al (5,630,995) for reasons of record. 

Applicants' argument that Foulger et al teach multiple calcinations zones rather 
than a single calcinations zone is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. In order 
for the instant invention to achieve the desired temperature the calcinations temperature 
must be raised and then lowered not unlike that in Foulger et al. In fact applicants 
disclosure teaches a tunnel kiln may be used (see page 16, line 25). The examples do 
not recite whether a tunnel kiln or a rotary kiln is used but both rotary kilns and tunnel 
kilns have multiple zones although rotary kilns are not required to have zones. Tunnel 
kilns must have heating zones. Clearly the instant invention was not filed with the 
intention to exclude zones.
